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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants 1 request for reconsideration filed May 19, 2004, has been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Generation of a mosaic image through the acquisition and combination of 
multiple images has been disclosed by primary prior art of record (Ramakesavan). 
Furthermore, Akinori, as well, teaches generating mosaic images (synthesized 
backward supervisory picture image as indicated in Akinori's invention (Paragraphs 
0015, 0019, 0029-0031, 0037, 0089; Image composition section 8. Akinori Image 
composition section 8 generates composite image by compounding line drawing image 
data (e.g., Paragraph 0015). As depicted in Figures 8 and 9 of Akinori's invention, 
Image composition section 8 creates mosaic images w1 and w2. Akinori displays the 
second portion of mosaic image (image w1), or in general displays images from image 
composition section 8, by means of Image display section 2, in response to the 
monitored attribute (rear wheel moving locus). The combined line drawings image data 
of the rearward environment of the vehicle meet the claimed language limitation. 

Akinori, as well, selectively displays portions of mosaic image in response to 
vehicle attributes (rear wheel moving locus) as depicted in Figures 2, 8 and 9. 
Consequently, prior arts of record, in the same field of endeavor, teach all the claimed 
limitations and establish prima facie case of obviousness.
